Revision  of  Borough  Laws. 

Representatives  of  twenty  four  New 
Jersey  boroughs  met  in  Triton  on 
Monday  to  receive  the  report  of  the 
special  Legislative  Committee  which 
was  appointed  a  couple  of  weeks  ago 
to  devise  soma  scheme  toward  im¬ 
proving  the  existing  borough  laws. 
A  draft  of  a  bill  waa  submitted  few 
cqodffereiiao,  hot  was  referred  hack 
to  the  oommittee,  with  power  to  put 
it  in  shape  and  present  it  to  the  leg¬ 
islature. 

It  provides  that  borough  clerks  be 
appointed  by  Council  and  not  elactad, 
and  that  their  terms  shall  be  in  the 
discretion  of  Council .  that  a  treasurer 
may  be  appointed  in  addition  to  a 
collector ;  that  the  borough  election 
shall  be  held  on  the  same  day  as  the 
township  election  in  which  the  bor 
ougb  is  located;  that  the  borough 
solicitor  and  assessor  need  not  give
